ALFALFA IN ILLINOIS 
A PROFITABLE CROP 
According to Prof. Frank H. Hall 
an authority on farm crops, there are 
more than 10,000 acres of alfalfa 
now being grown in Illinois. After 
visiting fifty counties in the state he 
finds that alfalfa is grown in all but 
one of the fifty — Hardin county . Es­ 
timating that each acre will pay at 
least $2 5 profit, the total amount 
gained by Illinois farmers this y ear 
alone will reach $250,000. Prof. Hall 
say s that for protoin 
nourishment 
one acre of alfalfa is worth 
three 
times 
as much as clover and nine 
times 
as much as timothy . 
This 
proves the assertion that land upor 
which alfalfa is growing is 
easily 
$500 an acre land. He also state 
that alfalfa hay has eleven pounds ot* 
protein in 100 pounds of hay . 
One 
acre of alfalfa is thus seen to 
be 
worth nine acres of timothy . Because 
of this fact he advises the generat 
growing of this variety of hay . 
“ The value of crops of different 
kinds should be taught in the eight!* 
grade at school.” 
Prof. Hall said 
‘‘They really should be taught in th* 
high school as well.” 
By way of ex planation Prof. Hall 
said that rations must be balanced 
In a balance ration the fat is muti 
plied by two and one-fourth because 
its fuel value is that much greater 
than other ingredients. One part of 
the protein to five parts of fat is one 
of the “ widest” rations that ought 
tc be fed. Corn has only 7 .9 per cenf 
of protein, while alfalfa has 11. 
A 
great many farmers throughout Illi­ 
nois have been pay ing $15 for this 
sort of hay when they could havf 
bought timothy at home for 
$13 
There is no more profitable 
crop 
grown in the state than alfalfa, Prof 
Hall insists, and he believes lllinoi 
may become the 
greatest 
alfalfr 
growing state.

beast is enormous. 
There are known to be two in this 
country . One, an old chap, tottering 
with age and screwed up with rheu­ 
matism is in the Central park, New 
York Zoo. and the other, a y oungster 
about four y ears old. and a black 
African, is in the possession of Ring­ 
ling Rrothers. 
According to Pearl Souder, a wild 
animal authority in the employ of 
the Ringlings, “rhino ” is an excep­ 
tionally rare article in captivity , but 
he has become so scarce in the wild 
state that he is already regarded as 
among the semi-extinct animals. 
The market price of an able bodied 
rhinoceros was until a few y ears ago, 
any where from $5.000 to 
$6,000. 
Now' circus managers would be wil­ 
ling to pay four or five times this sum 
were it possible to obtain one. Ring­ 
ling Bros, were offered $25.000 for 
their specimen. 
The one in Central Park, 
New 
York, is about 25 y ears old and has 
the odd distinction of two tongues, 
one above the other, operating inde­ 
pendently , but attached to the same 
root. 
Zoological experts have been 
puzzled by this freak of nature and 
can give no explanation. Just now 
this old fellow is in bad shape from 
the aches of rheumatism contracted, 
it is said, from being 
chained to a 
concrete floor, and. although receiv­ 
ing the utmost care, his 
day s 
are 
numbered. 
The Ringlings’ specimen was re­ 
ceived from Sumatra last winter and 
is three y ears old, practically a baby , 
although he is ten feet long. His body 
is covered with a scraggy 
coat of 
black hair, about an inch long. The 
hairs grow from the pores and are 
far apart. His daily diet is six loaves 
of fresh bread and ten quarts of hot 
mash, made from bran. oats, carrots, 
apples and potatoes. He is called the 
“kid,” and is in perfect health. Ev­ 
ery two weeks he receives 
an oil 
bath, his keeper apply ing the oil with 
a brush after the “kid” has been se­ 
curely roped down. 
Several varieties of rhinoceros are 
<'\tinoe. Among these are the white 
rhinoceros of Africa. 
The square 
mouthed rhinoceros is so rare as to 
be practically considered extinct, and 
the black African variety , regarded 
not so many y ears ago as the most 
common, has almost entirely disap 
peared. 
The rhinoceros has alway s been a 
problem to keepers of animals, for 
despite his toughness of hide and 
appearance, captivity has resulted U 
early death. 
He is a beast so es­ 
sentially of the wilds and is made up 
so foreign to any thing like domestic­ 
ity that all efforts at breeding in cap­ 
tivity have failed. A very few y ears 
will place the rhinoceros on the last 
with the quagga or wild ass of South 
Africa, which disappeared 30 y ears 
ago.

fo u r times every day the sto ck o n hand 
is carefu lly Inspected, all the so ft 
crabs being picked o u t and packed 
witho u t delay. They are pu t Into shal­ 
lo w bo x es o f mo ist seaweed, fro m ten 
to thirty-five do zen in a bo x , acco rding 
to tbe size o f the animals. 
When the 
packing is do ne carefu lly the o ccu ­ 
pants may be kept alive fro m six ty to 
seventy ho u rs after leaving the water. 
Crabs have t>een shipped all the way 
fro m the rhesapeake to Canada, arriv­ 
ing at their destinatio n in go o d co ndi­ 
tio n. In su mmer, o f co u rse, ice is u sed. 
Bu t where so ft crabs are co ncerned 
It is necessary that they shall reach 
the market qu ickly, becau se their new

harden
